FISHES OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Information respecting the fishes of Massa- 

chusetts, collected from a report made to the 

Legislature, by Dr. D. Humphrey Storer. 

Tautog.—Three smacks were employed. in 
the harbor of Wellfleet, ia the Tautog fishery, 
from April to November, and it was found a 
profitable occupation. At New Bedford, 300 
pounds of fresh tautog have been sold by a sin- 
gle market-boat in a day. 

Salmon.—About seventeen years since, 
Salmon was abundant in our rivers, and two 
wagons each bringing thirty or forty fish from 
the Merrimack, supplied the Boston market 
during the season. The building of dams and 
manufacturing establishments has almost entire- 
iy annihilated them in this Commonwealth, and 
we are now dependent on the Kennebec fish- 
ery. 

Salmon Trozt—1009 pounds are taken an- 
nually at Sandwich. 

Smelt.—At Watertown, alone, 750,000 dozen 
are taken annually in scoop nets, from the first 
of March to the first of June, and sentto Boston 
market. 

Alewives.—For the last ten years 700 bar- 
rels a year have been taken at Watertown. 
“They are gradually lessening at Taunton, the 
dams impede their progress. 

Shad.—Average quantity per year taken at 
Watertown, 6000—at Taunton, 3 to 4000. 

Cod.—Boston Market is supplied by about 
fifteen or twenty small schooners and a large 
mumber of boats. A vessel of twenty-five tons, 
-and a crew of six men took, from October 24th 
to March 20th, 195,125 pounds ; largest quan- 
tity in one day, 7,134 pounds, which sold for 
$29,39 ; smallest quantity, 337 pounds, which 
sold for $6,67. Entire receipts of the five 
months work, $3,026, !4. 

Polléck.—A fleet of twenty or thirty boats 
frequently go off in the fall of the year to Jef- 
fries’s Ledge, and having fastened their craft 
together, and throwing overboard a quantity of 
bait to entice the fish, capture in a single night 
from 30 to 40 quintals to a boat. 

Tomcod.—2000 bushels are taken annually 
at Watertown, and sent to Boston Market. 

Halibut.—Eighty schooners, of from 60 to 
80 tens burthen, are employed in this fishery 
from Cape Ann. 

Eels. —At Medford, nets are stretched across 
the river, kaving in their middle a large bag, ca- 
pable of containing from fifteen to twenty bush- 
els; as the eels are going up or down the river, 
they are thus caught and kept alive, for the 
supply of the market, in large ditches excavated 
near the river, which are supplied by the tide 
with water.—3000 pounds are taken yearly at 
Watertown. 

Some idea of the immense quantities of fish 
taken by the fishermen of several of our tawns, 
may be found from: the statement of Capt. Na- 
thaniel Blanchard, of Lynn, one of the oldest 
and most experienced fishermen. ‘I have 
nade an estimate of the fish caught by the fish- 
ermen of this piace, (Lynn) and I find that 
there are four millions, six hundred and eighty 
thousand pounds caught in one year—which is 
a little more than a quarter of pound, to each 
gnhebitant of the United States of America.

tence, by drawing the rope, as if intending to 
take it away, then his hunger excites him. he 
darts at the bait, and swallows it, hook and all. 
When he finds the hook lodged in his maw, he 
exercises his utmost efforts to continue in his 
natural element; but when his strength is ex- 
hausted, he suffers his head to be drawn above 
water; the sailors confine his tail by a noose, 
draw him on ship board, and despatch him as 
soon as possible by beating him on the head: 
vet even this is attended with difficulty and 
danger: the enormous creature, terrible even 
in the agonies of death. stili struegles with his 
destroyers, and is the most difficult to be killed 
of any animal in the world. 

Their flesh, which is sometimes eaten, is ex- 
ceedingly coarse and rank, and hardly diges 
ble by any but negroes, who are remarkab 
fond of it. 

The following remarkable narrative is men- 
tioned inthe German translation of Linneus, 
by Professor Muller. * In 1758, a sailor falling 
by accident into the Mediterranean, was in- 
stantly. notwithstanding his cries, swa' lowed 
by a white shark. Butthe animal had searce- 
ly swallowed down his devoted victim, when 
the captain of the ship levelled a cannon at it, 
and the shot struck so straight, that the sbark 
instantly brought up the sailor still alive, who 
was taken up without having received any con- 
siderable injury. The animal, which was also 
taken, after being completely despatched, was 
hung up on the vessel; it was twenty feet in 
lengeth, by about eight in thickness, an! weich- 
ed three thousand two hundred and twenty-four 
pounds. The captain gave it to the sailor, who 
showed it for money, and went about the coun- 
try with this monster.’— Ichthyology for Youth.

SUMMARY JUSTICE. 


In the early settlement of the Colony of 
Connecticut, about the year 1642, under the 
administration of Edward Hopkins, who for 
several years was Governor of the Colony, a 
law was passed by the General Court, as it was 
then called, prohibiting the killing of deer dur- 
ina those months in the year in which they 
were poor and of little or no value; and : 
jecting the offender to the penalty ofa fine of 
forty shiliings. ‘one moity whereof to be paid 
the treasurer of the town wherein the offence 
shall be committed, and the other moity to him 
who shall sue for and prosecute the same to ef- 
fect. And in case the delinquent shall neg- 
lect or refuse to pay such fine, he shall be pub- 
licly whipped on the naked body, not exceed- 
ing twenty stripes.’ 

Sometime in the month of April, a month in 
which the law forbade the killing of deer, one 
of the Gevernor’s neighbors called on him and 
stated that a buck, for a Jenoth of time had 
been in the habit of feeding on a field of wheat 
near his house belonging to him, and had be- 
come fat—praying bis Excellency, under the 
circumstances, to give him permission to kill 
the deer. The’ Governor replied, ‘I possess 
no authority by which I can dispense with the 
law—it would be of evil tendency and by no 
means admissible.’ The applicant urged his 
suit by informing the Governor that he was 
poor, had a family of small children—that al- 
though it was out of the season for killing deer, 
yet the buck had fattened on his property, and 
it would be a great favor to have permission to 
kill it. ‘IT cannot,’ replied the Governor, firm- 
ly, ‘permit any one, under any circumstances 
whatever, to violate the law—if you should pro- 
ceed to kill the deer, have you any reason to 
suppose any one would prosecute?’ ‘I have 
one neighbor,’ replied the applicant, naming 
him, ‘who like myself is poor, and who fre- 
quently kills deer himself contrary to the law, 
though nobody complains of him—this neigh- 
bor, | have reason to fear, would prosecute for 
the benefit of that part of the penalty to which 
he would be entitled by the statute.’ ‘ But,’ 
said the Governor, ‘in case you should kill the 
deer—though remember I give you no permis- 
sion to do it—would it not be advisable for you 
to make a present to that neighbor, a quarter 
of the venison to secure his friendship and si- 
lence?’ Upon this, the applicant, without 
pressing his Excellency farther, made his bow 
and retired. 

About three weeks after this, the neighbor, 
who had been named, called upon the Govern- 
or, made complaint, and demanded a warrant, 
against one of his neighbors for killing a deer 
contrary to law. ‘* What evidence,’ asked the 
Governor, ‘ have you in support of your com- 
‘Why,’ replied the complainant, 
‘be told me himself he killed the deer, and 
more than that, gave me a quarter of the veni- 
son.’ ‘Indeed!’ said the Governor, ‘and how 
did you find it! was it eatable at this time of 
the year?’ ‘O yes, sir,’ replied the complain- 
ant, it was really fat—we have had an open 
winter, you know, sir, and the deer has fed qn 
a field of wheat belonging to the man that kil- 
led it, and was as fat as deer usually are in the 
fall of the year.’ Upon this disclosure of facts, 
the Governor ‘suggested to the complainant 
whether it would not be better to Jet the thing 
‘ You ought 
to consider,’ said he, ‘we are here in a new 
country—provisions are scarce—many of us 
experience great difficulties in sustaining our 
families—you are not insensible that the rea- 
son and object of the law was to prevent the 


sub- 


destruction of the deer during the season in 


which they are poor and not fit to be eaten— 
you say this venison was fat, and had become 


so by feeding on the wheat of the neighbor who | 
killed it. 


In addition to this, you acknowledge | 
he gave you a quarter of the venison. Now,, 
under a!l these circumstances, would it not be 
considered unreasonable. and even ungrateful, 
to insist on prosecuting this neighbor, who, by! 
your own account, has been so kind to you.’ 
But notwithstanding these suggestions, this | 
second Shylock continued to press his suit, ob- 
serving to the Governor, ‘I know my right, si 
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—I know I am entitled to one half of the legal 
penalty—I also know, sir, you are sworn to 
maintain and execute the law—vou cannot, 
you dare not disaliow my complaint and deny 
me the benefit of the law!’ The complaint 
was_-filed, a warrant issued upon it, and the da- 
linquent was arrested and brought before the 
court, and being put to plead the matters charg:

As soon as the Governor had pronounced the 
sentence of the law upon him, the delinquent 
tn a mild but firm tone of voice replied, * situs 
ated as lam. | cannot undertake to pay the 
fine of forty shillings—I feel unwilling to starve 
my wife and children by shunning my back 
from the lash of the whip—I shall offer it as & 
satisfaction in lieu of the fine.” The Governor 
accordinely made out and delivered to the con- 
stable the warrant of execution—-a knowledge

‘Yes, please your Exceilency,’ replied the 
constable, ‘[ think I know my duty, and f 
guess I shall perform it to the satisfaction of all 
present. with the exception of one only.

SHIPWRECK. 

A new schooner, on her first trip to Oswegs, 
N. Y., was in the evening capsized in a gale of 
wind, which was preceeded by a dead calm. 
Upon the first appearance of the storm, every 
precaution was made use of to prepare the ves- 
sel for its encounter. It is here proper to state 
that she was without ballast. The progress of 
the storm could be distinctly traced upon the 
smooth surface of the water as it came with ap- 
parently slow but terriffic violence.

Those on the deck were swept from it, but they 
all succeeded in gaining the keel, to which they 
hung from sunset till near midnight, with every 
sea dashing over them with tremendous vio- 
lence. 

The cabin filled with water as far as the con- 
fined air would permit, the scene which was 
there enacted beggars description. Within 
this narrow eight by ten room were four human 
beings, rolling and tumbling among the loose 
furniture and baggage, alternately under and 
out of the water, as the vessel rose and sunk 
with each succeeding sea. ‘They however sus- 
tained themselves somewhat by holding on to 
the inverted berths. After remaining in this 
situation about two hours, with the water grad- 
ually gaining upon them, so that about a foot 
of space remained between the surface of the 

vater and the top of the cabin, they found to 
their indescribable horror that the vital princi- 
ple was well nigh exhausted. 

Death now seemed inevitable. But with a 
desperation attendant only upon the last effort 
of the dying, one person, after three or four at- 
tempts, by diving down, broke out the sky-light 
window and tore out with his hands the 
iron rods which were placed outside to pro- 
tect it, through which they thrust as much of 
the loose rubbish as possible, thereby allowing 
them more room and air as the water had a 
free ingress from below. But they still expe- 
rienced a great difficulty in breathing and must 
have perished were it not for two feather beds 
that were inflated with air. Ever and aron 
they thrust these into the water, from which 
globules of air would rise and burst, thus fur- 
nishing a scanty supply of the sustaining ele- 
ment. When all hope of relief had fled one 
person, with his pocket knife, with no other 
light than an oceasional gleam of lightning re~ 


| flected by the water, commenced cutting for the 


purpose of getting a hole through the ship, and 
had cut through the inner finishings of the cab- 
in and far inte the hard timber when his knife 
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came ia contact with a spike, which so dulled| varied kind; more varied perhaps than any getting know'edge were too ancient and out of conversation and

About this time voices were heard from the 
outside of the vessel, this being the first sound 
that had come to their ears, save the howlings 
of the storm, and the peltings of hail upon the 
bottom of the vesse!. A schooner, having dis- 
covered the wreck, after four hours beating, 
came siongside and took from the wreck the 
well nigh exheusted sufferers. But in what 
wey to proceed to rescue those in the cabin 
they knew not. While calculating upon the 
uncertainty of success, the captain formed the 
guick rezolve, and carried into execution the 
plan which resulted in saving them and which | 
entitles him not only to their lasting gratitude, | 
but raises him high on the list of the humanely | 
brave. With a rope round his body, the waves | 
running fearfully high at the time, he dove un- | 
der the vessel, and with his feet up, felt for the} 
sty-light, into which he thrust them, to which 
they, one ky one, dove down, caught, and were | 
drawn out, with the exception of a boy, who! 
was uriable to dive as low as the captain's feet. | 
A liole was immediately cut through the bot- | 
tom of the vessel, through which he was taken 
out. When the hole was cut the discharge of 
refined air resembled the letting off of steam 
from an engine. 


EX-PRESIDENT ADAMS. 


Few men in this, or in any other country, 
possess the same noble traits of character which 
distinguish this extraordinary man.

THE CORONATION. 

The Royal William which lately arrived from the | 
eastern Continent, brings news respecting the Corona- 
tion. We should be pleased to give an exact account! 
of this formal yet interesting affair, but our columns 
not admit. We give a little abridgement of the 
subject. 

Before dawn, on the morning of the 2Sth of} 
June, the metropolis was all alive. The trans- | 
actions of the d:y were ushered in by the firing | 
of cannon. At five o'clock, the doors of the 
Abbey were thrown open to the privileged 
classes. Galleries were erected in the open air | 
in the precincts of the Abbey, and these were 
partially. occupied as early as half past four. 

About a quarter before ten o'clock the royal 
standard was hoisted over the marble arch, and 
it was in good taste that this was done by sail- 
ors. 
At five minutes before ten, the carriages of 
the foreign ministers proceeded to their places 
forming in line up Constitution hill, and follow- 
ed by the carriages of the royal family. The} 
Duke of Sussex, on being recognized was much 
cheered. 

At ten o'clock, precisely, the guns announced 
the movement of the procession, the national 
anthem pealed forth, and ina few minutes her 
Majesty emerged in her state carriage from be- 
neath the marble arch amid the enthusiastic 
greetings of the assembled multitudes. 

At ten minutes after ten o'clock the head of 
the cavalcade emerged from the triumphal arch 
into Piendilly where an iinmense mass of per- 
sons had been assembled at an early hour. 

A considerable space of time was occupied 
by the passage of the Queen’s twelve carriages, 
conveying the lords and ladies in waiting and 
the other members of the household. 

For some distance from the triumphal arch 
the whole of the previously open space present- 
ed a sea of heads, out of which were to be seen | 
rising here and there above the general ievel, 
the scarlet coats and glittering cuirasses of a 
few life guardsmen. 

About twenty minutes past ten, the head of 
the cavalcade made its appearance at the top of 
St James street. 

At precisely half past ten o'clock, the head | 
of the procession debouched fron Pall Mall to- 
wards Charing-cross, and was three quarters of 
an hour in passing. | 

The Union Club House was surrounded by 
an exterior temporary gallery, which was filled 
with elegant dressed females, and all the houses 
were similarly occupied, in many instances the 
windows being taken out, the gentlemen occu- 
pying more exalted or retired situation.

The sermon was preached by the bishop of 
London, from Chron. xxxiv v. 31. The arch- 
bishop of Canterbury then administered the’ 
oath, to a transcript of which, Her Majesty af- 
fixed her royal sign manual ; after which the 
arch-bishop annointed and consecrated her Ma- 
jesty. Then followed the presentation of the 
spurs and sword; the investing with the royal 
robe, and the delivery of the orb; the investi-| 
ture of the ring and the gloves, and the deliv-! 
ery of the sceptre, and the rod with the dove. | 

The arch-bishop then placed the crown on| 
Her Majesty’s head, and the peers and peer-| 
esses put on -their coronets, the bishops their | 
caps, and the kings-of-arms their crowns. The! 
effect was magnificent in the extreme. 

The night presented a scene of indescribable 
lustre from the illuminations throughout all the 
principal squares and streets of the metropolis, 
the inhabitants vieing with each other in doing 
honor to this interesting occasion. 


THE RIGHT OF PETITION. | 


This invaluable right of freeman has been 
most ably and ingeniously defended by that 
veteran legislator and republican, John Q. Ad- 
ams. He has contrived to evade the arbitrary 
and tyrannical rule which laid on the table 
without reading or debate, all petitions of a cer- 
tain description, and debate the whole subject 
of the right of petition, slavery, Texas, abolition, 
etc. That he has done this with ability, there 
is no doubt. The speech, when published, will 
be one of the most noted in the history of Amer- 
ican oratory.

ATHENIANS. 

* For all the Athenians and strangers that were there 
Spent their time in nothing else but either to tell or to 
hear some new thing.’ 

Paul, in his itinerating, came to Athens. 
Many a scholar would have thought himself 
highly privileged, and been very happy to have 
visited this seat of learning and philosophy. 
But the spirit of this apostle was stirred in 
him when he saw this famous ‘city wholly 
He disputed with the Jews 
and with the devout persons, and in the market 
daily with them who met him.’ The Epicu- 
trean philosophers who thought God altogether 
such an one as themselves, and the Stoics who 


|thoucht themselves altogether as good as God, 


encountered him. Some said, ‘ What will this 
babbler, this scatterer of words say? Others 
thought him a setter forth of strange gods, be- 
cause ‘he preached unto them Christ and the_ 
resurrection. 

To give Paula more perfect hearing, they 
took him and brought him to Areopagus. or 
Mars-bill, to their state house. Here their, 
magistrates met to transact public business. | 
Here their courts of justice were held and here 


| was their university. where their learned men 


and strangers held intercourse with each other. 
There they wished to know what that new) 
doctrine was which he taught. 

Then follows the text, ‘ For all the Atheni- 
ans and strangers which were there, spent their 
time in nothing else but either to tell, or to hear 
anew thing.’ This inquisitive trait of char- 
acter in the natives of Athens and of the stran- 
gers who were there, is assigned as a reason 


‘why they wished to hear more of Paul’s doc-. 


trine. It was not because his doctrine was 
good, but because it was new, that they wished 

The character of the people spoken of in the 
text, is a wretched one, and yet, it is the char-| 
acter of too many at the present day. 

I. They were great talkers. We are not 
informed that they spent any time in the per-| 
formance of good deeds,*but much in talking—} 
‘either to tell or to hear anew thing.’ They 
acted upon a very different plan from that 
which this apostle directed Timothy to pursue, 
‘to give attendance to reading and meditation.’ 
These employments. so beneficial to serious and 
contemplative people, were very incongenial to 
their versatile dispositions. These methods of, 


ery one be swift to hear 


You will observe, it is said of those per-| 


sons spoken of in the text, thatthey spent their 
time either to tell or hear—the telling came 
first—which leads us to infer, that they told 
many things which they never heard—mere 
vagaries or creations of their own brain; a very 


graphic description of what great talkers usu-. 


ally do. Whose patience has not often been 
tried by the ever fruitful brain, -howered forth 
by the more fruitful and voluble tongue of these 
persons ? 

II. They were very ready to hear. They 
were ready to lend their ears to the telling of 
any story that was afloat. Nor, need this be 
marvelled at, for generally, those who are great 
talkers are great hearers of stories. This is 
another evil. To listen to some people's sto- 
ries is to encourage them in their trade of tell- 
ing and hearing. The beautiful lines of Cow- 
per are much to the point here, aud undoubted- 
ly true: 


Who ever keeps an open ear 
For tattlers, will be sure to hear 
The trumpet of contention ; 
Aspersion ts the babbler’s trade, 
To listen is to lend him aid, 

And rush into dissension. 


There are always enough who are ready 
to listen to any story teller, however absurd 
and ridiculous he may be. No matter. The 
tale is heard through—and then, it is repeated, 
for those who love to hear marvellous things, 
always love to tell them. One can scarcely 
enter the house of these persons, or have them 
enter his, or meet them in the street, but he is 


| interrogated in language like the following :— 


‘Did you hear what Mr. has done, or 
said? Well, now, I don’t know as it is so—I 
don’t tell it for truth—It is only what I heard 
—I hope it is not true’ Now, all this is often 
said by those who delight to repeat these sto- 
ries, and whose mouths are always full of them. 
And, frequently. they not only delight to re- 
port them, but rejoice, if they prove true, their 
protestations to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Who has not known the fiend in human 
shape creep along, where, but to propogate the 
calumnies he has formed, you would not have 
seen him? Who has not had him gain, or 
rather attempt to gain access to his ears by in- 
Sinuations like the following:—‘ Have you 
heard such a report about such a man?’ ‘ No, 
I hav’nt heard any thing about it.’ ‘ Hav’nt 
you? O! I thought you knew all about it, or 
I should’nt have named it. Well, now, if you 
hav’nt heard on’t, I guess I'd better not say 
any thing about it. But didnt you hear on't 2? 
‘No,’ *‘ Well, now, I'll tell what I heard. But 
don’t tell on’t. Don’t mention my name. But 
ius a fact—it’s truth.’ This work done, he 
goes to a second, and repeats the same slander. 
And again, enjoins secrecy, ‘ Don’t say any 
thing about it—I am dreadful sorry for it—I 
think it must grieve Mr. such an one very 
much—I'm sorry for Aim, too.” Thus, where- 
ever he goes, he pursues the samecourse. All 
the while, he hopes the thing wont get abroad 
to injure the poor man. He would be very 
sorry to have such a thing as that happen. 

Now, in all this, he is a hypocrite, and he 
knows he is. He desires to have it get abroad; 
and still he knows the slanderis so vile, the work 
of propagating it so mean and disreputable, that 
he is ashamed to have his own name go con- 
nected with it; hence he enjoins secrecy. 
Don't let it be known that I said any thing 
about it. All this time, he covets the exclusive 
privilege of being the bearer of the first news 
to every door. 

To hear such persons tell their tales is wrong. 
It is wrong to listen, and not rebuke them for 
their slanders. To hear them secretly. is to 
encourage them to repeat the same again. It 
is to become a partaker of their sins. ‘ There 
are not only slanderous throats, but slanderous 
ears, also. There are not only those who tedl 
things which they never heard, but which they 
themselves invented—but there are also, wick- 
ed assents to them—wicked ears which listen 
to them. One of the Roman Emperors always 
acted upon this maxim, ‘that to give ear to 
slanderers was worse than to be a slanderer 
himself.’ No one, who tells tales which he 
has nevergheard, or those which he has heard, 
bat which he knows, or aught to know, are 
without a shadow of foundation, but watches 
your eye to see whether you are plea~ed to 
hear them. Have you never seen how such 
an one is encouraged, if you appear pleased ? 
How he, or she (for sometimes females, as well 
as males, dosuch things) will redouble her zeal 
or energy in going on with the tale? It was 
not some, but ail the Athenians that told and 
listened to these things. : 


Ill. It was either to tell or hear some new 
thing. They were bent upon novelty. Their 


constant wish was to get something mewer. 
They were searching for new schemes and new 
notions in philosophy—-for new forms and plans 


of government—and for new gods in religion | 


—new demons, new fashioned images and al- 
tars were the object of their search. Thus 
they were constantly given to change, so that 
if Paul had really had strange gods to set forth, 
he could not have carried them to a better mar- 
ket than that of Athens. They had often had 
this character attributed to them by their own 
orators or historians. Demosthenes, their own 
countryman, charged them with inquiring in 
the places of public resort, if there was any 
news. 

Theucydides blames them for careing for noth- 
ing else, but either to tell or hear something 
new. Alcian says, they were versatile in nov- 
elties. And others bear witness to their gar- 
rulity and cnriosity, and intemperate desire of 
novelty. There were more than three hundred 
places of public resort in the city where their 
youth and others assembled for the purpose of 


busy in other people’s business. All ages and 
all places have more or less of this worse than 
idle curiosity. But some times and some pla- 
ces seem to have a greater share of it than oth- 
ers, and it seems Athens was not behind any 
other place in this busy inquisitiveness. 

There are many people now who krow far 
more abont the business of others than of their 
own. ‘ Tattlers, as represented in the Ist Epis- 
tle of Timothy, are always busy bodies. The 


pen of inspiration has described such persons’ 


to the life, ‘ Withal, they learn to be idle, wan- 
dering about from house to house, and not only 
idle, but tattlers also, and busy bodies, speaking 
things which they ought not.” Those who are 
idle in their own affairs, will be busy in the af- 
fairs of others. One vice seldom goes alone. 
They not only speak things which they aught 
not, but they also hear things which they aught 
not. 

The insatiable thirst for new things is one of 
the greatest curses of our world. Men are 
rarely satisfied with their present blessings or 
‘privileges. Ancient Israel, in a short time, 

were dissatisfied with the food of angels and 
exclaimed, ‘ Our soul Joatheth this light bread.’ 
| They must have flesh. and with it. they had 
ithe curse of God. Though God had taken 
‘their nation under his special care, raising up 
| for them lawgivers. judges and prophets as they 
| were needed, yet, that they might be like unto 
‘the surrounding nations, they must have a 
king. And so ‘God gave them a king in his 
anger and took him away in his wrath.’ In 
the days of Jeremiah, they would not walk in 
the old paths, but would follow every new doc- 
trine and invention of the false prophets of that 
day. Paul told Timothy that the time would 
come when those who had ztching ears, would 
heap to themselvesteachers. But it is not only 
among ithe professed people of God that this 
thirst for novelty prevails. The world in gen- 
eral is full of it.

| A new fashion of dress or equipage comes 
up—no matter how expensive or ridiculous it is 
—the world are all on tip-toe. They must 
have it and follow it, atany rate. Not because 
it is better than the old, but simply, because it 
is newer. 

| This thirst for novelty can plead with an hun- 
dred tongues to be indulged. She will call it 
decency, utility, economy and many other such 
like names, when its real name should be love 
of novelty and conformity to this world. 

This thirst for something new has proved the 
temporal ruin of multitudes, so far as loss of 
property and repntation can ruin them. It has 
often revolutionized the best of governments 
and introduced in their stead anarchy and dis- 
cord—it has led thousands into extravagance 
and folly. In the religious world, it has often 
led the people of God to forsake the fountain of 
living waters and plunge themselves in error 
and wretchedness, laying the church liable to 
be ‘carried ahout by every wind of doctrine 
and slight of menand cunning crafliness where- 
with they lie in wait to deceice’ How often 
has a new minister excited the admiration of a 
whole parish or town? ‘ Why, there never 
was such a man before; and if we could get 
him, we should have a revival, immediately.’ 
A very few months have completely satisfied 
them, and then their love has become cold. In 
his first visit, he could have crowded houses, 
‘Where Paul, himself, oft preached, would 
scarcely filla pew.’ But soon, the novelty of 
the thing wore off, and then, he might preavh 
to the naked walls and empty pews. The 
transactions of the Jews to Christ, have often, 
in effect, been re-acted. They would crown 
him with the highest honor—make him a king, 
or any thing. Cut down branches from the 
trees and strew them in the way, and cry, ho- 
sanna —and soon the tune would change, and 
they would cry, ‘ crucify him—crucify him.’ 

} What crowds did the long beard and the 
loddities of Lorenzo Dow draw together ? 
What multitudes have followed some deranged | 
man, like Emanuel Swedenbourg, or some ec-! 
centric or deluded holding forth female, like 
Joanna Southcot, or Jemima Wilkinson? No 
matter how absurd or ridiculous the notions of 
such persons may be, if they are nev, that is 
enough—the multitude are infested with a ma- 
nia which no reasoning of the more sedate or 
better informed can withstand. One might as 
well think to silence an echo by strength of 
voice, as to convince people that they were de- 
luded or mad with curiosity. ‘ Give us some- 
thing mew, and we care not what it is,’ is the 
voice of the crowd, and it prevails. 

IV. They spent their time in nothing else. 
This was the finishing trait in the character of 
these news-mongers. Their whole time was 
occupied in visiting the markets, and theatres, 
and news-rooms, and places of public resort, 
either to tell or to hear some new thing. 

Happy would it be for the world, were there 
none of this class of persons at the present 


day. But what town or village is free fromm 
them? As Whitefield said to one who asked 
him ‘where the Pharisees lived,’ so we may 


say of this pestiferous class of persons, ‘ O they 
live every where.” Would to heaven those 
who spend their time in this way, had been 
confined to the natives of Athens, or even to the 
strangers who visited there. How many now 
miserable, but once happy families would have 
remained happy still? How many now shat- 
tered reputations, which have been contamina- 
ted by these harpies, had remained sound ? 
How many hasbands and wives now divorced, 
had lived together in love and unity? How! 
many neighborhoods, now partaking, to no 
small degree, of the fiend-like spirit of the pit, 
had showed, ‘ How good, and how pleasant | 
tt is for brethren to dwell in unity. But’

ah! as Dr. Young said of wishing, * Were 
I as wealthy as a south-sez dream, wishing 
would waste me to a shade again, so ‘ain 
is it for us to wish that all the slanderers, 
and talkers, and news-mongers, and idlers, had 
been confined to ancient Athens.

‘A tale-bearer separateth very friends.’ ‘Where 
no wood is, the fire goeth out. so where there 
is no tale-bearer, the strife ceaseth.’ In the 
description of the citizen of Zion, as given by 
the Psalmist, ‘he that backbiteth not with his 
tongue, nor taketh up a reproach against his 
neighbor—this is the man who shall abide jp 
the tabernacle of the Lord, and dwell in his 
holy hill.’ 

Idleness is not a small sin— it is the mother 
of ten thousand abominations. One busy bod- 
ied, tender conscienced, neig'bor loving, vil- 
lage-caring-for man, or woman. will kindle a 
flame of his kind of love that woald give light 
enough for himself and all his fellow Atheni- 
ans a year or two.

Under these cir- 
cumstances the ductor operated with a view, prim irily 2 
of remedying the deformity The process was exsen- 
tially similar te the common operation of the hare lip. 
Portunately, the wound healed by the first intention, 
and the patient. to his great gratification, is relieved 
from the manifold inconvenience to which he was sub- 
jected for the want ofa lip. An artificial palate is to 
be made for him, which will, undoubtedly, enable him

There are very few who are not accustomed

For instance, it is more proper and beneficial 
in the carlier part of the day, than towards its 
close—a period when many are in the habit of 
indulging in it. The reason is, that in the 
morning, the body is more vigorous; and the 
reaction, or clow, which ought to follow, is 
therefore more sure and effectual. For a sim- 
ilar reason, we should be cautious in this mat- 
ter when we are much fatigued, at any time. 

Again, from the fact of its being considered 
merely as an instrument, bathing is indulged in 
to excess, both too frequently, and too long at 
|once, especially at improper times and in im- 
proper states of the body—by which much mis- 
chief ar been done. 

But there may be many, who are willing to 
admit the importance of bathing to health, and 
yet may consider themselves precluded, by 
their circumstances, from its advantages. Con- 
veniences for warm bathing, it is true, may not 


always be had, and were it necessary to fre- 
quent a river or a bathing house, the objection 


labove named might with more propriety, be 
‘urged against cold bathing also. 


But warm 
bathing is not cenerally so useful nor so neces- 
sary ; ‘and all that is absolute! y required, for the 
purposes of health, may be secared by a simple 
washing of the body with cold pay which 
every ove can do in his chamber, with his hand

Those who can af- 
ford it will do well to procure more extensive

As an attempt to sow the seeds of discord between the 
freemen of the North among themselves, it was_met 
and repelled with sober argument and indignant remon- 
strance.

There is, indeed, a remarkable concurrence 
in the representations from all the free States, and of 
all parties to spare them ; the influence of whick I have 
myself constantly felt’ It was one of the principal rea- 
sons for my abstaining to take partin the debates on 
any of the Sub-Treasury Bills. 

I could not indeed overlook at the special Session, 
the affiliated Bills tor compounding with the delinquent 
Banks, and for pestponing the payment of the fourth 
instalment of the Deposit with the States. This mea- 
sure had been rendered unavoidable by the infatuation, 
to use no harsher term of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
in heaping up the Deposits of the public finds in the 
Banks of the Southern and South-western 
draining those of the North, so that there was no fund 
left from which the instalment could be paid there, 
while it was much more than overpaid in the favorite 
States. The Bill, first proposed from the Treasury, 
was to repeal in the form of postponing the :nstalment. 
When it was found that this could not be carried, a 
postponement to the first of January, 1839, was substi- 
tuted; but an appropriation of funds which I proposed 


and urged was evaded, and now the law requires the

[ expressed my abhorrence of that Resolution at the 
moment ofits passage ; as I have done at each of its 
repetitions. Just at the time of its first passage, the 
results of the battle of San Jacinto had rendered it pro- 
bable that the Texian conspiracy and insurrection 
would succeed in breaking off that province, and an 
undefined extent of territory from the Mexican Con- 
federation. The Mexican Government had abolished 
Slavery throughout the whole Republic. But the 
Texian insurgents on the second of March, 1836, had 
issued their Declaration of Independence, and on the 
seventeenth of the same month, had promulgated a 
Constitution, not only restoring Slavery in all its rigor, 
but denying to their Congress the power to emanei- 
pate slaves, and denying to their own citizens the 


right of emancipating their own Slaves, without the 


consent of Congress. Nay more—as if tomake a mock- 
ery of the rights of human nature, this Constitution 
ofa sovereign and independent people, by one and 
the same Section denied to their Legislature the power 
to prohibit the importation of Slaves from the United 
States, and declared the same importation from any 


other part of the world, Piracy. 

The acquisition of Texas, whether by purchase, or 
by conquest, had already become a cardinal point in 
the Slave-holding policy of the Administration of this 
Union. To achieve it by purchase from Mexico had 
been urged upon her ‘sovernment to the extent of a 
provocation to war. To that end, General Gaines had 
been invested with a discretionary authority to invade 
her territory which he did not fail to use; while Mr. 
Powhattan Ellis, the Mississippian Charge d’ Affairs at 
Mexico, was instructed to pick a quarrel with her 
Government upon complaints and grievances of citi- 
zens of the United States engaged in commercial inter- 


course with that country. A more frivolous pretence, 


}and a more wanton provocation to war, was never 


given between nation and nation. Even the wretched 
Mexican prisoner, Santa Anna, was used as an instru- 
ment, and liberated from captivity to extort from his 
country the cession of her rights to this revolted pro. 
vince. 

But the free people of this Union had now taken the 
alarm. They had been warned of their danger, and 
observed the progress of this tri-partite speculation of 
land-jobbers, slave-holders, and Texian conspirators, to 
breed a war with Mexico to sustain and perpetuate the 
slavery supremacy of the South. At the special ses- 
sion of Congress numerous petitions against the annex- 
ation of ‘Texas, to some of which many of your names 
were subscribed, were presented. Two of the resolu- 
tions of your Convention of delegates had made it my 
special duty to oppose the measure. And at the same 
session, multitudes of other petitions continued to pour 
in for the abolition of Slavery and the Slave Trade 
wherever the power of Congress extends. They were 
all postponed to the winter Session, on the ready and 
plausible ground that there was not time for the con- 
sideration of subjects other than those for which the 
special Session had been called. When the winter 
Session came, the war trumpet was again sounded by 
the Message of the President against Mexico. The 
Texian Plenipotentiary, commissioned to solicit the 
annexation, had been put off with a sort of ‘ Return 
Jonathan refusal.” He had been told with soler nity 
of face, that there was u doubt of the constitutional 
power of Congress and the President, to accept the 
proposal, and moreover, that they could not think of 
it now, because it would risk a war with Mexico, and 
violate the sacred Faith of Treaties.

of Africa. 

The foregoing resolution was vigorously sup- 
ted by Messrs Culver of New York, and St. 
Clair (the mover.) and adopted without a dis- 
senting voice. The meeting then adjourned 
till two o’clock in the afternoon. 

At the appointed time, the Society met by 
|adjournment, and after some preliminary exer- 
| cises, singing, prayers, etc., the attention of the 

audience was directed to the reading of the an- 
| nexed resolve. 

Resolved,—That every Northern citizen is} 
under an obligation to use every constitutional 
means in his power, whether Political, Moral, | 
or Religious, for the immediate abolition of A-| 
merican Slavery, which he cannot neglect with- 

out incurring personal guilt. 

Mr. Culver addressed the audience at length 
on this resolution, and discussed it in all its

Under the 
screen of patriotism, how often have acts of gross injustice 
been performed! How easy it has been for statesmen, wan- 
tonly to attack the rights and institutions of some foreign peo- 
pie, and embroil their country in a war, useless, expensive,

of prejudice and national pride.

Laws, in a free country, we are in the habit of saying, are 
the expression of public sentiment. And in a certain sense 
this is the case, or the laws in question would not be put upon 
the statute-book.

usual labors in the field. 

After a lapse of nearly two years, namely, on 
the ninth of April, 1696, he was again overtak- 
en by excessive sleep. He was now bled, blis- 
tered, c upped, and scarified, and the most irri- 
tating medicines applied externally, but they 
were unable to rouse or even to irritate him, 
and during a whole fornight he was never seen 
to open his eyes. He ate, however, as before, 
of the food which was placed near him, and 
performed the other functions which were re- 
but no person ever saw any of 
acts, though he was sometimes found fast asleep 

vith his mouth full of blood. In this condition 
he lay ten weeks. 

A singular change in his constitution now 
took place. He lost entirely the power of eat- 
ing his jaws were set, and ‘his teeth so closely 
cle oe es, that every attempt to force open his 
mouth with instruments, failed. Having acci- 
dentally observed an opening in his teeth, 
yy the action of the tobacco pipe, as usual 
with most great smokers, they succeeded in 
pouring some tent wine into his throat through 
a quill.

Proceedings of the Temperance meetings, 
held at the Town Hall, in this town, August 
twenty-ninth and thirtieth. Wednesday eve- 
ning the society met at the hour appointed, and 
was opened with prayer by the Rev. Mr. Wise. 

The Rev. Mr. Cornell offered the following 
resolution, upon which he spoke at some length, 
showing the importance of supporting the Li- 
cense Jaw and in answering the objections made 
against it. He thought the law was not the 
best that might have been framed, yet it was a 
good one, and as such it was the duty of all to 
obey it. And why not? if we profess to be 
true republicans and choose representatives to 
make our laws, is it not the bounden duty of 
every citizen to obey them, especially as in the 
case of the present law, when passed by so 
large a majority ? We would say to those who 
oppose the law, consider well how you act. 
Break this law, and do you not trample upon 
the sacred institutions of your fathers? Do 
you not disregard the rights of a free govern- 
ment? The majority with us must rule, and 
can the minority be justified in spurning and 
trampling upon the laws made by them? They 
can show or point out inconsistencies, if they 
have any, and use all just and honest means to 
make a change. But so long as the law exists, 
is it not their. duty, as good and honest citizens, 
to submit to it. The resolution passed unani- 
mously. 

Resolred—That the law, passed at the last Session 
of the Legislature of this State, regulating the sale of | 
ardent spirits, if it be not the most desirable ove, ought, 
nevertheless, to be sustained by the people of this Com- 
monweaith, as it is ealeulated to prevent the sale of 
spirit on small quantities, consequently to diminish in- 
temperance.

Early in the afternoon the 
whole body of troons, under the command of Majer 
General Bradley, passed in review before his Excellen- 
The Governor entered 
the parade ground about one o'clock, in a heavy ba- 
rouche and four, attended by his Aids. He was plainly 
clad in citizen's dress; is a man of ordinary size, sandy 
hair, and a good expression of countenance. The eye 
particularly, is piercing and animated. His age by his 
looks tells a little upwards of forty years. He remain- 
ed uncovered as the troops passed him, frequently bow- 
ing tothem. The salutations were gracefully returned 
by the officers of eachecompany. The review occupied 
perhaps an half hour, after which the troops returned 
to their former line. But this did not satisfy the curi- 
osity of His Excellency; he again rode down the 
whole military line, frequently stopping and witnessing 
the evolutions of individual companies, seemingly high- 


jly pleased with what he saw; and so mdeed he ought
